lag over the mysterious escape from 
Lincoln Prison in England of EM- 
ward de Valera. the Sinn Fein 
leader, the manner In -w-hlch he ef- 
fected his break from captivity 
February 3 has b^-conie known 
there. It was related to the As- 
sociated I'loss by Sean O'CeallIgh, 
pronilncnt Sinn Felner, who is in 
Paris askinK the Peace Conference 
to recognize the "proviBional Gov- 
emment of the Iriah republic," hav- 
ing croBsed tbe channel on a pass- 
port obtained by a eubterfuge. 

"After the midnight arrest of Ed- 
ward d« Valera, near bis home In 
Oreyatone," OX>ealllgh began, "he 
was sent to Lincoln Prison, the 
other Sinn Feiners arrest. .! i)eina; 
distributed In order to avoid con- 
eentratinp them at any one jail, 
necause of Do Valera'.<i iiiiportano" 
the strictest watch wa.s luaintaine.l 
upon the prison. After the general 
eIectlon.s were over the first nieft- 
ing of the republican members of 
the Irish Parliament was h^d Janu- 
Itry 7, and another a week later, 
at which the matter of tjl)e pt}ri9Q^rs 
was diseuBsed. A eomMlttee was 
appointed to take charge of the 
question of the release of the in- 
carcerated comrades, and the ilrst 
result of that commlttee'e actirty 
was the escape of Be Valera. 

"The first task was to survey the 
prison and discover the possibilities 
of a forceful coup. Just outside 
the bsclf gat^ was a small patch of 
RTonnfl on which th" prt*wflt'i"«T -vhrrt' 
allowed to exer(!i.4e under guard. 
Ulia place was' surrounded by a 
Mriea of barbed wire entangle- 
menta. Several armed wardens 
watched tbe priioners while tbey 
were out, and at sunset a force of 
military was tbrolm about tbe 
prison. Because of this military It 
was decided to be unwise to try to 
rush the place for fear of los."! of 
life and the pioliable <leatli nf De 
Valera. The next move was to com- 
municate with De Valera. wliirli wa."« 
very difficult. However, one Sinn 
Felner 8tarte<l working on a garden 
plot, of which there wer*- several 
near the prison. He attracted De 
Valera's attention one day by sing- 
ing Sinn Fein soags ia Oaellc, In 
which be told tbe leader that an 
attempt would be made to rescu<> 
bim. The warders' suspicions weie 
not aroused, because it was not un- 
common for Irish workmen to be 
about the prison. This man ap- 
peared several days later and a«atn 
sang a ballad, In which he told De 
Valera that the rear exit of the 
prison was the most feasible for 
the attempt and asking De Valera 
to secure an impression ot the key 
to the gate. 

"The impression of the key was 
secured. I am aot quite sure of 
the method, but I presume it was 
the same as the one I myself em- 
ployed at one time, wiiich was mak- 
ing a paste of bread and soap and 
then distracting the wanler's at- 
tention while the big key was 
alapped into the paste for a second. 
This Impression was wrapped In 
paper witli a stone and thrown to 
the singer in the garden plot. 

"While this was going on four 
Sinn Feiners escaped from tbe Unk 
prison in Wales, and this cauBe<l 
the authorities^ to double tbe guards 
of all the Jails and postpone the 
release of De Valera. Ia Llacoln 
Prison the inmates were counted 
continually and tbe etrictest watch 
was maintained. 

"The sentries about tli« rear of 
the prison were a grave menace to 
the plans, and the committee tried 
to find girls in the neighborhood 
who could be employed to influence 
them. This attempt was given up, 
howerer, and flaally a telegram was 
sant to Dablia for two haadsome 
youag womea, both highly cultured 
uaiTeniity graduates, who arrayed 
themselvee as shop girls and crossed 
the channel. 

"The girls deliberately set out to 
flirt with the soldiers and soon came 
to know most of the guards. De 
Valera was Informed by code In a 
letter that February 3 was set foi 
his escape and the procedure to be 
followed was outlined as much as 
possible. On the eve of February 

3 four motor cars, packed with 
Irishmea, were sent wandering 
alMUt the country aear Lincoln, to 
serve as decoya, for the police. At 

4 o'doek 4ie prisoners were brought 
ia from their period of exercise. 
They tbea had a three-hour period 
for wandering about the prison be- 
fore tbey were looked ap for the 
night. 

"In the <iuHk, shortly after 4 
o'clock, the girls appeared and en- 
ticed the guards from the rear of 
the prison as far as possible. Then 
two Sinn Feiners quickly cut th.. 
path through the barbed wire. At 

5 o'clock De Valera, with McOarry 
and Mlllroy (the two Sinn Feiners 
who escaped with De Valera), 8«un- 
tered to tbe back gate. Their 



the gate with the false key while 
the eeatries coatinued their flirta- 
tloa with tbe girls. An automobile 
was waiting, and De Valera was 
whisked away to London, while the 
police chased the decoy motors. 

"Where is De Valera now? I 
can aot state, but he will be here 
OB time whea he is wanted."

Tbe Bouse early on Tuesday, by 
a vote .of tl4 to 41, adopted tbe 
resolutloa expressiag the hope that 
the Peace Conference would "fa- 
vorably consider the claims of Ire- 
land to the right of self-determina 
tion." The rc'ioUition was at once 
sent to th.' Senate, where it wa,i 
considered altogether inipiobabl.' 
that any action can be obtained be 
ftfre final adjournment. 

When tho House resolution was 
recehed by the Senate. .Senator 
France, of Maryland, Republican, 
asked uaanlmous consent for its 
immediate consideration. Senator 
Smith, of Georgia, Democrat, ob- 
jected and demanded that the reso- 
lution go to tiie Foreign Affairs 
Committee, where a similar resolu- 
tion has been pending for several 
months. 

Adoption of the resolution .r> the 
House came after a turbulent al. 
night session, in which an organ 
Ized effort wa.s made to keep the 
resolution from coming to a vote 
The attempt was abandoned shortlv 
befoiv 6 o'clock. Only one mein 
ber. Representative Connally, 
Texas, expressed opposition to 
purpose of the resolution, but Ke 
publican Leader Uann, Represent,! 
tlve Moore, of Pennsylvania, an.i 
others attempted parliamentary <ii 
lay throughout the night. 

Representative Mann charged that 
Democratic supporters of the reso- 
lution had delayed the hrlnging of 
it to a vote until just before ad- 
journment so ttiat it wniihl not be 
piis'^.'d hy the S.'nate and so that 
I'l l -i li-nt Wilson would not be 
called upon to approve or disap- 
prove tbe measure. 

"I dare to advise the political 
party that attempts to tbroittle this 
resolution that It Is deallkg with 
dynamite," said Representative 
c.allivan, of Massachusetts, Demo- 
crat. "I appeal to the House to 
stop this nonsense and give con- 
sideration to a resolution for the 
relief of a people who have been 
suffering for several centuries and 
to let the world know that wv be- 
lieve In President Wilson wlien h> 
said he entered ilu' war 'to make 
small nations free..' " Mr. Gallivan 
asserted that if the Peace Confer- 
ence adjourned without giving Ire- 
land self-determinatioa Ireland 
would be the only "opprtsssed eonn- 
try In Europe" and that BngUnd 
would be the only "oppressor of the 
old world." 

In opposing the lesoliition Rep- 
resentative Connally said the inter- 
nal affairs of (Jrcal Britain were ni 
concern to the people of the United 
States. The people of this country, 
he asserted, would resent a resolu- 
tion in the British Parliament pro 
posing self-determination for Porto 
Rico. 

Representative Oallagher, of Illi- 
nois, author of the resolution, said 
that even if the measure were not 
approved by the Senate, favorable 
action by the House might obtain 
sympathetic consideration f i.- ir 
land at the is aci- Coni. 

The hope that had l . • n : ulci 
tained that President Wilson would 
espouse Ireland's cause was rudely 
checked Tuesday night when he 
met the committee from the Irish 
race convention in New York on 
the eve of his departure for Paris. 
President Wilson Urged that no 
questions be urged and gave no in- 
dication of what his action at the 
; Peace Conference would be. In some 
l.quarters there Is belief that so far 
•IS be is concerned Ireland's case 
has been closed before it has ever 
been heard. His course may 
"take" In certain quarters, but there 
Is a large section of the American 
people who will not only deeply re- 
gret that the President has i losed 
his cars to the appeal of a nation 
seeking Justice, but who will refuse 
to be convinced that a lasting peace 
can be secured, even by a league 
of nations, while a patent wrong 
Is unredressed, while a people de- 
manding Uberty are ignored and 
excluded from a coafereaee that is 
called for the purpose of ascurlng 
world psaea.

i Miluntary Increase made in wages by the Street Railway 
Company during the year l!n8 and the award made by the War Labor 
Board dating back to .\ugii.st, 1!il8, has placed a very large increased 
operating Mpen.^e upon the Louisville Railway. From the general 
8tatenient;< made it appears that if the present standard of wages if 
maintained and there is not a very material decrease in the cost o 
material the Railway Company will have to curtail to a very large <lo 
gree Its service to the public. Anyone having any fairness will reco^ 
nlze that the cost, due to war conditions, ot living expenses and also 
the operation of properties hat increased from 100 to SOO per cent 
during the past yAr. The result therefore follows that unless gros.? 
revenues ean be very largely increased these tafgh expenses can not 
be met. It is quite apparent that there is no prospect tor a large In 
creas^ In gross revenues. The fact is there is every indication that 
the gross revenues will be diminished in the year '1919. This Is 
largely due to the fact that the number of visttom to the city, due 
to the decfaase in the number of eollders at Oamp Saehary Taylor 
will not be nearly as large in the present year as' during the pa^t 
year. 

Iloth the city and the street i.iilway ;xr<' placed in a dilemma 
whicli is either to grant an incivase in some form of fares or to have 
such a cuitailnient of public service by the Street Railway Company 
as to perhaps seriously interfere with the public convenience. Nothing 
adds more to the preetige ot a city with starngers and prospective in- 
habitants visiting it than a 'prompt and efficient street railway service 
<(nd it would be a public calamity should the present service be reduced 
to euch a point as to seriously interfere with the convenience of the 
traveling public. 

In more than 450 cities in this country, many ot them the eize of 
Louisville, Increases in tares have been promptly granted by the 
municipal administrations. (Would not the dilemma be avoided by 
treating the Street Railway Company with the same consideration as 
Its employe.'; and (<thei people are treated, namely, to give to it 
living wage, that is to say to ^llow it to so operate that its existence 
will be maintained? 

It is reasonable to assume that the Stivet Ilailway Company can 
not continue to operate on its piiv-ent schedule and with the present 
convenience to the public without a heavy deficit. The result will be 
that the service to the community may be seriously crippled. Under 
these circutistanoee is it not the part of wisdom tor the city aut/horl- 
(ies to frankly n)oet the situation and grant on proper term such nn 
Increase of fKres as will meet the public's and the company's require

Just as nia.os was bi in.i,- said on 
tlip iiKiniiiu' of November 11 within 
tin Will protty little church 

in MicluK.tn, uie father of thai 
church, who went to war when Uie 
home reglmeitt sailed for France 
over a year ago, William Davitt, 
died for his coontry on a faraway 
battlefield — died as the last shots 
were fired on the Western front. 
He died almost on the stroke of 
the eleventh hour. Father Davitt 
was miles away (rom his regiment 
when it wun rumored around that 
the last battle was about to De 
fought. He was acting as corps 
burial officer. To remain back ot 
the lines while hig regiment fired 
the last rcrfley, however, was not 
the thliig he Intended to de. Be- 
fore eettlag (orth that erenbig 
Father Davitt s proonred a large 
American flag to be hung up In 
front of regimental Tieadquarters the 
day the fighting ceased. Then he 
Het out to Join his regiment, which 
wap. now In the thick of It. 

By traveling all night, catching 
ri(|ps on variou.'i trurlts and motor 
cars, he reache<l the front at ft 
o'dnclt on the morning of Novem 
ber 11, Just In time to see his regi 
ment go over the top for the last 
time. It was 11 o'clock by the 
Colonel's wa^ when Father Davitt 
elimbed a trds In front of the regi 
mental headquartors end 'hung up 
the flag which lie bad brought 
along for the purpoae. After hang 
ing up the flag he climbed down, 
saluted, and then gave a loud cheer 
for the end of the war, after which 
he walked a few feet away and 
8too<l still. It was while he wa.^ 
standing alone that a shell came 
whistling in from a (rorman battery 
and exploded a few feet away. 
Father DaTttt was klllsd iBsttatly.
